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LESS TAXES, MORE REVENUE 
Word from Washington is to" the ef- 


fect that reductions in taxes amounting 
to as much as $200,000,000 arc becom- 
ing a strong possibility for next win- 
ter's session of congress. This despite 
the efforts of the treasury department 
to discourage talk of action at so early s 
a date. The 1928 revenue act was ex- 
pected to reduce revenues by some- 
thing like $200,000,000. Actually the 
revenue from income taxes for the fisj 
cal year ending June 30th next, will be 
greater than under the old law. A 
surplus of as much as $150,000,000 is 
-regarded as possible for the 
present 


fiscal year. In other words, the last re- 
vision of the income tax law operated 
in exactly the same- manner as previ- 
ous revisions; namely, it produced 
more revenue at lower rates. 


So long as the country is prosperous 


and is on thc^ltpward trend", this result.; 
should accompany all reasonable low- 
ering of the income tax. Furthermore*' 
the experience goes to prove that this ' 
survival of war time taxation has had 
the effect of depressing business. Every., 
time the nation's industry is relieved' 
of a. portion of this war burden it 
springs toward into new life and ad- 
ditional profits. Not once has the low- 
ering of rates resulted in a lowering of 
revenue. 
Exactly the reverse has 


occurred. 


Washington dispatches say it is. now 


proposed ,t~o modify the income''tax 
law in these respects: A furthet:'light- 
ening-'-o'f-the- loa'd on,, earned'-.in- 
comes of'individuals; a cut in the tax 
on corporation incomes from 12 to eith- 
er 11 or 10 per cent; readjustment .of 
.surtax rates-in- the:'intermediate' ahdj 


higher brackets;- repeal of the estate 
tax. This is practically identical with 
the program outlined by this* news- 
paper in a recent editorial1 discussion of 
further tax revision. There can be no 
doubt that it is sound' and that it will 
be helpful in the promotion of national 
prosperity. It is also true that the 
millions who'pay no income taxes will 
benefit by revision of this character in 
a. lowered cost of living,- in better em- 
ployment and higher wages. 


The prime 
financial 
need of 
the 


Unijed States .is to- cut down . .income 
taxation to a point where it is no long- 
er a burden upon commerce and indus- 
try and where it stimulates rather than 
stifles them. This can be hastened by 
a constructive business administration 
at Washington, with a maximum of ef- 
ficiency and economy and a minimum 
of tolls to politics. 


PUBLIC SCENIC RIGHTS 


Massachusetts has a law empower- 


ing the state highway commission to 
control all joutdoor advertising. 
The 


Outdoor Advertising association, an 
organization of billboard men, is at- 
tacking the law as 
unconstitutional. 


Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of the 
United States bureau of public roads, 


• has gone to Boston to help the state 


with his tcstimonv.

MacDonald regards the Massachu- 


setts laws and regulations as "fair and 
reasonable,'' in their efforts to pre- 
vent disfigurement of the highways. 
"Some public body," he says, "such as 
the highway department, must have 
authority to determine what signs 
along the highway may be 
harmful 


from the standpoint of health, safety 
and fire hazard. 
The people of this 


country are spending over a billion dol- 
lars a year on highways, and they 
should be protected from the wanton 
destruction of the scenic views along 
.them." 


Regardless of how the present case 


may be decided, some way is sure to 
be found for .safeguarding alike the 
saffty and decency of public thorough- 
fares. The general police powers of a 
state arc presumably broad enough for 
the purpose. 
The public as a whole 


•/should have something to say about 
. what it shall be obliged to look at. 


SPEED UP WATERWAY 


Addressing. Chicago, bankers this- 


week Secretary of War Tames 
W. 


Good declared that the welfare of the 
United States demands that there be 
no unnecessary delay in completion of 
the St. Lawrence seaway. The Hoover 
administration, he said, is committed to 
prompt completion of both the St.' 
Lawrence seaway and the lakes-to-the- 
gulf Avatenvay. This is the first display 
of real determination to get down to 
business with interior waterway pro- 
jects yet to come out of Washington. 


Throughout the administrations of 


Harding and Coolidge, the government 
drifted. From time to time it commend- 
ed the St. Lawrence seaway in prin- 
ciple, but there was no real enthusi- 
asm. For eight years now the project 
has dragged. Executive indifference or 
political obstruction has operated 
to 


keep the enterprise out of active con- 
sideration. Surveys and estimates were 
made years ago and there the matter 
ended. Roosevelt'in the White house 
would have had the St. Lawrence sea- 
way completed and in operation before 
this. Mr. Harding may be excused on 
the ground "that the machine which 
nominated him gave him no permission 
to speak or act for himself. Mr. Coo- 
lidgc's New, England provincialism 
may or may not be responsible for his 
indifference, but indifference there cer- 
tainly was. 


The.St. Lawrence seaway is the 


most vital and valuable public work be- 
fore the United.States since the Pana- 
ma canal. If""we eliminate its military " 
features ithe Panama canal is of even 
less importance. 
The St. Lawrence 


seaway-'promiscs to create a new in- 
land empire. There is every reason to 
believe'that it will transform the Mid- 
continent-economically and revitalize 
,it in agriculture and industry. It is es- 
timated'that wheat growers alone will 
save from six,to ten cents a bushel in 
transportation' costs. It is an indispen.- 
sable ingredient of farm relief. It will do 
as much for manufacturing, as it will do 
for farming. The cost of providing the 
Mid-west with an outlet to the sea is 
trivial.in comparison with its benefits. 
Moreover, most of the cost would be 
recovered in the development of hydro- 
electric'power. 
. ,- 


.•It.is. a,strange.fJKt that this great 


'public Averk so openly.' recommended 
'•(by thy/necessities of the-Mid-west and- 


by its 'acknowledged economic value 
,should trail.- .along year after year 
. through an entire,decade; without ac- 
tion. Every year the cost in loss to the" 
country from the lack of'this, 'water- 
way is more than the entire construc- 
tion estimate. The delay in authorizing 
this tremendously important under- 
taking is more than an anomaly aud a 
political mystery. It has reached the 
point where it is rapidly becoming 
a. 


national disgrace. 
If the Hoover ad- 


ministration does nothing more than 
to realize the building of the St. Law- 
rence seaway, it will go down in history 
as one of our best, and it seems that 
that is what it has set out to do. The 
Mid-continent has been defrauded long 
.enough.

BIRTH OF JEFFERSON 


is the anniversary of the birth of 


Thomas Jefferson in Albemarle county, Virginia, 
in 1743. No man contributed more to the early 
American", republic than " this lawyer-farmer, 
whose" insight into tho future made him out- 
standing -among ail his brilliant contemporaries. 


'Jefferson's part in the struggle for indepen- 


dence dates from the first moment .ot colonial 
unrest. His first political writing, "A Summary 
View of the Rights of British America," was 
written to urge the first general meeting of rep- 
reprcsentatives of all the colonies. He wrote, ut 
least in part, many of the state documents of 
the early republic. I» debate, he was handicapped 
by a poor voice and the fact that he hated per- 
sonal contest, but his written language was un- 
surpt&sed in its time for clarity and force.

more hazardous now than they have 
been during the last few months. In 
this way the "spring rush'' of traffic 
can be robbed of its terrors.

Too often salads are put down as 


just as fussy extra and their merits 
as a valuable food are overlooked. 
Vegetable, fruit, fish and meat sal- 
ads all have their places in well 
chosen menus and supply necessary 
nutrients in an attractive fashion. 


Of course there's a fine art in 


combining salad materials and often 
a clever and artistic cook makes her 
salad a veritable picture. But every 
woman no matter how busy she may 
be can make her salad inviting and 
good to look at by following^ a few 
simple rules. 


FIRST—Remember that a salad 


made of unbooked materials must 
be absolutely c'ean and free from 
any suspicion of sand. The "green" 
whether it be lettuce, endive, cress 
or some other plant must be clean. 
Radishes, celery, onions and green 
peppers' must be carefully washed 
and prepared. 


SECOND—A salad must be crisp. 


The green must be tender and dry. 
Water clinging to the leaves ruins 
any salad 
dressing and 
detracts 


from the flavor of the other mater- 
ials. 


THIRD—A salad should be cool. 


This is one of the reasons for fe sal- 
ad. 
The contrast in 
temperature 


with other foods tends to whet the 
appetite. 


FOURTH—A salad should be neat 


and clean cut. Too many of mater- 
ials should not be used and 
these 


should be carefully handled to pre 
vent crushing. If extra ingredients 
are added to the 
dressing, these 


should be minced, but if the salad 
mixture itself is a so-called "combi 
nation" salad the materials should 
be cut in definite pieces. 


FIFTH—The dressing 
must 


suitable to the salad and the salad 
suitable to the meal.

Ing of wood, and many other wood 
utilization projects will be assigned 
their places"in the year's program. 


"Along1 with studies in new and

The t\\o characters In contrast 
and conflict are skillfully analyzed. 


This raw novel makes the author's 


list of works an impressive one. Be- 
ginning with "The Dull Miss Arch- 
inard," in 1S9S, In which she thus 
early inttlcatcd unusual powers 
of 


characterization, she has continued 
the development of her powers until 
she reached her maturity in "Tante" 
the favorite of many readers. In 1922 
she published "Ardienne Toner." 
which aroused the enthusiasm of 
Professor William Lyon Phelps and 
caused him to hail the author as one 
of 
the 
important 
novelists 
of 


her day. Her nest novel "The Little 
French Girl," in 1924, justified the 
high praise accorded her and was 
one ot" the most widely read stories 
of that year. 
"Dark Hester" will 


not be so popular, nor is it so good 
a book, but it is a novel with an 
unusual theme, artistically presented 
the conflict between a mother and 
her son's wife.

Scdgwick for the first time it may 
be interesting to know that she was 
born In America—in Englewood, New 
Jersey.

"The commodity price trend In the

That is because bonds are in 
all vital respects the same as money. 
They are receipts for money loan- 
id at a specified rate of interest to 
be returned at a fixed date in the 
future. Now money is valuable only 
for the things it will buy. Similar- 
y, bonds are valuable only for what 
their income will buy. Ultimate re- 
payment of principal is of course as- 
sumed, and in 'the meantime they 
fluctuate in market value according 
to the purchasing power of their 
coupons in terms of the cost of liv- 
ing. In other words, as commodities 
go up over a period of years bonds 
tend to decline, and as commodities 
fall bonds tend to rise. Other factors 
enter into the situation, such as the 
temporary stringency in the money 
market, charging investment habits, 
etc., but over a period of time bond 
prices tend to move in the opposite 
direction from commodity prices. 


"Statistics show that average com 


modity prices reached their

point in 1920 and have since been 
declining. There have been

Proposed Boost in Butter 


Wall Is Denounced by Uni- 
versity Men 


Madison —W)— Tho proposed in- 


crease of 3 cents per pound in 
the 


!ariit on butter would be both inef- 
fective ami futile, according to a 
statement made by B. II. Hibbard, 
John K. Commons and Selig Perl- 
man, of the economics department 
of the University of "Wisconsin. 


In tho third of a scries of state- 


ments dealing with the tariff prob- 
lem, 
tho three economists declare 


that to raise the butter tariff from 
12 cents to 15 c?nls would not aid 
tho farmer because of the present 
tendency of production. 


"Uniier tho present tariff of 12 


cents, the farmer is receiving a bene- 
fit of G cents per pound above the 
London or world market price," the 
economists point out. "Hence the 
tariff of 12 cents is not now fully ef- 
fective. If tho rate is raised to 15 
cents, as requested, it will 
have 


practically no effect. It will neither 
help tho producer nor burden the 
consumer." 


Increased butter production in this 


country is credited by the cconom- 


< with makinjr the tariff relatively 


ineffective. 
.Tho 
production 
of 


creamery butter in 1922 was 1.153.- 
513.000 pounds: in 192S it was 1.- 
478.457,500 and is still on the up- 
c:radc. Tho total production of all 
grades of butter has risen from 1,- 
SC4.G03.UOO pounds in 1922 to 2,073,- 
000.000 pounds in 1!>2S. 


"So long as butter production con- 


tinues to increase at tho present rate 
Iho price of butter is likely to decline" 
the three professors say. "Regnrdlcss 
of any upward revision in the tariff, 
tho farmers' benefit will probably de- 
cline to about 5 cents per pound, 
or only $100,000,000 annually during 
the next few years." 


Because tho imports of butter arc 


practically negligible, they hold that 
tho tariff on butter is useless as a 
revenue measure, but does function, 
as intended, as a protective measure.
